WASHINGTON (AP) -l The 


Senate passed and sent back to 
the House on Thursday a bill 
expanding Social Security cash 
benefits but including the politi- 
cally charged health care for 
the aged plan. 


The roll-call vote was 60-28. 


Voting for the bill were 48 Dem- 
ocrats 
and 
12 Republicans. 


Against it were 10 Democrats 
and 18 Republicans.

proved Wednesday by the Sen- 
ate, had left for his home state 
and was among five senators 
unrecorded in the final passage. 


The bill now faces a real bat- 


tle in the House, which had 
passed it after fighting off all 
efforts to tie in any health care 
plan. 


Backers Urge Johnson Help 


Backers of the bill are urging 


President Johnson to do every- 
thing in his power to get the 
House to go along with at least 
parts of the health plan. It is 
questionable whether the meas- 
ure win be enacted into law this 
session. 


The bill, as passed by the Sen- 


ate, would increase Social Secu- 
rity benefits by 'about $3 billion, 
split 
about 
evenly 
between 


health care and bigger cash 
benefits. It would boost taxes 
for the system by about $3.5 
billion to about $20 billion a year 
in 1965. 


The health benefits in the bill 


would cover about 18 million 
persons over 65. Persons not 
under Social Security would be 
eligible along with those who 
are.

Preservation of the world's wildlife against 


the avarice of man can be a discouraging task. 
Excessive hunting, whether for fur, food or 
sport, has elmiriated, some species, brought others 
to the brink of extinction. 


But conservation can be accomplished 


through international cooperation, as illustrated 
by the annual fur seal harvest about to get under 
way in the Northern Pacific. 


In 1911, when the great seal herds were 


being depleted by indiscriminate slaughter, the 
United States, Russia, Japan and Canada drew up 
a four-power pact..Under it, seal hunting at sea 
was prohibited and the United States and Russia, 
which conduct the harvest each summer by 
humane and selective methods on American and 
Russian-owned islands, were committed to turn 
over 15 per cent of their catch to Canada and 
Japan. 


The agreement has been renewed periodi- 


cally, most recently for a six-year term to begin 
In 1965. It has proved successful from the stand- 
point of both economics and conservation. And 
the seal population, which had reached a low of 
150,000 a half-century ago, now stands at about 
1.5 million. 


The fur seal treaty has benefited both man

The Killer Instinct 


Nobody is going to be fair in the coming President- 


ial campaign, least of all the Democratic nominee for 
the vice president, Hubert H. Humphrey.

Vietnam Crisis Poses Harsh Choice For LBJ 


WASHINGTON - The new 


crisis in South Vietnam has two 
linked meanings of the gravest 
sort. It means, first, that the ex- 
pedient 
adopted 
by 
President 


Lyndon Johnson when he sent 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor to Saigon 
has failed abruptly, decisively 
and irrevocably. 


It means, second, that the Presi- 


dent is going to have to make 
a cruelly stern choice in the very 
near future—quite possibly with- 
in 10 days. The choice is between 
ordering really drastic steps to 
change the course of the Viet- 
namese war or passively accept- 
ing an eventual defeat which will 
endanger 
this country's whole 


position as a power in the Pacific. 


Among the responsible Ameri- 


can policymakers, there is near 
unanimity on both these points. 
Until General Taylor's views have 
been Heard and digested, how- 
ever, it is fruitless to expect a 
final opinion from 
the policy- 


makers on the second point. They 
agree the chioice stares the gov- 
ernment in the face, but they 
wish to hear Taylor before decid- 
ing how the choice ought to be 
made. 


In the fairly breathless inter- 


vat before the final decision must 
be taken, it is worth trying to 
see just what has happened, be- 
ginning with the failure above 
noted. The word "failure" may 
justifiably be used, because the 
Taylor mission to Saigon was 
primarily intended to avoid the 
stern choice that is now called 
for. 


In late winter and early spring 


the government analysts began to 
say with increasing emphasis that 
the war in Vietnam was going 
very badly indeed and that it 
would end in defeat-unless severe 
corrective measures were soon 
taken. All such measures neces- 
sarily involved the direct use of 
American military power against 
the Communist North Vietnamese 
in order to force them to halt 
their aggression. 


After much agonized debate,

decided 
to 


make one last attempt to make 
the war go better by other means.

General Taylor was sent to Sai- 
gon as ambassador, and U. Alexis 
Johnson was chosen as Taylor's 
working partner, in the hope that 
the very best man at the Presi- 
dent's disposal could strengthen 
Gen. Nguyen Khanh and help him 
to hearten the South Vietnamese 
resistance to the Communists.

ignore the possibility that a widen- 
ed war will escalate to ground 
fighting, but the possibility seems 
somewhat more remote now than 
formerly. 


Among the policymakers, there 


is no tendency to be mealy-mouth- 
ed abo'i'1 the present predicament. 
If defeat in South Vietnam is 
passively accepted, all admit that 
this defeat will be the worst and 
most costly that the United States 
has submitted to in this century. 
The Asians expect us to accept 
defeat, as is proven by President 
Sukarno's recent, unprecedented 
admission to his cabinet of a 
hardline Communist, Njoto. 


Deciding whether to fulfill these 


expectations will be a harsh test 
indeed for President Johnson. But 
the test cannot be wished away.

alists. They play games in the

Their en- 
thusiasms are ecstatic; their dis- 
pleasures are accompanied by 
grimaces. 


The chronic problem, so far, 


has been food and sleep. They 
like American food only. To the 
extent that foreign food varies 
from what they eat at home, they 
dislike it. Sometimes, they fake 
eating by pushing dinner from 
one side of a plate to the other. 
There is a cold Spanish soup call- 
ed gazpacho, and they enjoyed it 
with the raw fresh 
vegetables 


floating on the surface of a bowl 
of tomato liquid. 


Other than that, Karen, 11, and 


Kathleen, 9, feel 
that 
all of 


Europe is missing a good bet by 
not eating American food. Sleep 
is an evasive thing. The girls 
like to stay up later than during 
the school year, but they do not 
like to get out of bed in the 
morning. 


They sleep hard and deep. 


Jostling produces groans and a 
deeper turn into the blankets. 
Sometimes, planes leave early, 
t»"d tourists must be at the air- 
port over an hour in advance of 
flight time. They do not like the 
awakening, and they dress sleep- 
ily and argue sporadically about 
who took whose barrette; who hid 
th" soap, and who takes too long 
in the bathroom.

money for a long time, and Karen 
arri °d with $30 and Kathleen, the 
thrifty, arrived with $40.

Kathleen is on the rug, holding 
her feet straight up in the air 
by bracing her arms against her 
back. 


"Do you like Europe?" Kath- 


leen says. There is no reply for 
a moment. 
"I hated the vine 


leaves we had for dinner last 
night. It had icky meat inside." 
"Ugh," Kathleen says. 
"I or- 


dered shrimp and they don't even 
give you the sauce. 
Just the 


shrimp with the shells on." Karen 
nods dreamily. "Yeah. I thought 
maybe they were alive." 


"They stil! had their eyeballs 


on," Kathleen says. Karen says 
she liked flying over the ocean 
except she felt sleepy all the time. 
"My stomach felt funny all the 
time," Kathleen says. Both agree 
that Europe is more beautiful 
than they had expected. "The 
ladies with their fans and every- 
thing," Kathleen says. 


"Me," says Karen, flipping over 


and muffling her voice in a pil- 
low, "I like Spain because every- 
body tries to help you even when 
they can't understand you." "You 
know something?" says Kathleen. 
"Rome is the prettiest of all, but 
some of the ladies don't look re- 
spectful."
